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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and Informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in nan-ative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words.

10, "The present invention" is improper and should be changed. Correction is required. 
See MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

A clean abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the phrase "the detection direction" has no antecedent basis; claim 4, 
the phrases "the approximately mean value", "the minimum angle", "the sun visor", "the 
maximum angle", "the inside", "the horizontal surface", and "the ceiling" have no 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Paterrtability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Fuller. 

Fuller shows the alarm device 10 including a first plane (window) onto which a 
sensor 18 is disposed and a second plane 16 in figure 3 which faces the first plane and 
is disposed in a predetermined position, wherein a plane perpendicular to a detection 
direction of the sensor is disposed at an angle with respect to the second plane 16. 

Fuller fails to state 90 degrees. 

Fuller shows a thumb knob 34 for adjusting the activation level of the sensor 18, 
the artisan recognizing the angle being with respect to the second plane as defined by 
plane 16, col. 3, lines 51-65. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide an 
adjusting angle of 90 degrees with respect to the second plane or any range of angles 
since the knob 34 provides the adjusting of many angle ranges. 
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The courts have stated in In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955), that 
discovering particular ranges within the range disclosed by the prior art would be within 
the skill of the art. 

The location of the device would not involve patentable invention, accordingly, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to locate the device on 
the sun visor such being a matter of choice. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure, Takagi is cited as showing an alarm device with angle adjustment 
with respect to a plane in figure 3. Cross shows an alarm device with angle adjustment 
with respect to a plane in figure 2. Takeuchi et al is cited as showing related structure of 
the alarm device.
